It is not beheved that Bonaparte has 
signified a determination to ca!l out the 
conscriptions for i8tt—!2, This was 
merely a speculative rumour of yesterday 5 
to which it was added. that a great cool- 
ness had taken place between Napoleoo 
and the Emperor of Russia—the latter 
having seriously remonstrated agaist the 
French proceedings ia Gallicia. These 
are reports which emanated from the 
ttock Exchange. 

The following is the copy of a Jetter,

“ Flushing, August 18, 1809. 

“ This place was not altogether evactl- 
ated by the French until this day. A 
great part of the town is destroyed, and 
thousands of the tohabitants have persh- 
ed. The Stadt-tlouse, a large Church, 
and several other public buildings, have 
been consumed. Most of our ships of 
war have proceeded up the Scheldt, and 
Sir R. Strachan will follow with the re- 
mainder to-morrow. There are ten 
French ships of the line and 15 frivates, 
with about 50 gun-boats (as we now learn) 
beyond Fort Lillo. There are elso a line 
of battle sh’p and two smaller vi ssels buil- 
ding in Flushing.” 

Letters from Paris of the 8th instant, 
speak of the probab:lty of a decree inter- 
dicting all communication with America.

It is said, now, that the Austrian gov- 
ernment positively gave, on the Sil stant, 
the stipulated notice of the cessation of 
the armistice in fifteen days from that 
date ; consequently hostilittes might have 
recommenced yesterday.
